He had no freckles, and he wasn’t tall and skinny 
like Josh is. 


I gave Ruth Rose my initials because I love to use alliteration in my stories. For this series, I 
knew I wanted a smart girl who could stand up to Josh’s teasing. Years ago, there was a girl 
actress named Shirley Temple. In her movies, she didn’t let any boys get the best of her! She 
had curly hair and dancing eyes, and I was thinking of her when I began developing Ruth 
Rose’s feisty character.
